At that time I reviewed with Carlson our process of volunteer selection and 
cold him that in my judgment, based on his statement concerning the Incidenc , 
that he was no longer considered to be a proper volunteer for the Soy Scouts 
of America- Mr. Carlson Cold me he would resign. I received his latcer of 
resignation on September 21, 1987. 

Since that time Mr. Carlson has expressed an interest in taking back his let- 
ter of resignation. He has enlisted Che support of Michael Graff, his mental 
health counselor who is with the St. Anthony Mental Health Clinic, Limited. I 
have enclosed a copy of Mr* Graff '3 comments regarding this incident.

I have enclosed copies of ary entire file on Carlson as well as a copy of his 
signature for your file. He indicated when the letter was delivered he may 
appeal this process* I shared with him the process. Let me know if there is 
any additional information you need to complete your files.
